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WATERTOWN ENGINEER MAKES 
PLANS FOR PLANT AT SALEM 


Charles E. Eaton Completes Specifications for Paper Mill to 
Cost $1,000,000—Two Paper Machines Which Have 
Been Ordered From the Bagley & Sewell Co. Will Be 
Installed in the Plant, Which Is to Be Built by the Oregon 
Pulp and Paper Co. at Salem, Ore.—Knowlton Bros. 
Begin Work of Installing Two New |,200 Pound Beaters 
—French Paper Makers Visit U. S. A. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., June 9, 1919.—Plans and specifications for 
a new paper mill plant that will cost about $1,000,000 have just been 
completed by Charles E. Eaton, engineer, with offices in the Sher- 
man Block, this city. The two big paper machines that will be 
installed have already been ordered from the Bagley & Sewell 
Company and are now under construction. 

The plant will be built by the Oregon Pulp and Paper Company 
at Salem, Ore., and the paper mill will be equipped with two large 
machines for the manufacture of specialties. A 40-ton sulphite 
plant will also be built in connection with the mill. Both will be 
of steel and reinforced concrete construction. Work will start at 
once. 

This is the third large paper mill on the Pacific Coast built 
within the past 10 years to be designed by Mr. Eaton. This plant 
will be located on the Willamette River. 

Mr. Eaton said today that he had no further similar developments 
to make public just now, but admitted that orders of less magnitude 
were being handled in his office. He expressed the belief that 
conditions are becoming more stable and capital is now beginning 
to extend itself into the field of construction. 


Knowlton Bros. Make Improvements 


Knowlton Brothers, Inc., manufacturers of high-grade colored 
specialty papers, have just started work on the installation of three 
new 1,200-pound capacity beater engines in the Kamargo mills in 
Mill street. The general output of the plant will not be enlarged 
but the concern will be enabled to place on the market a very much 
larger per cent of so-called high-grade papers. At present 50 per 
cent of the production is rag paper, and when the new equipment 
is started the high-grade production will go to 70 per cent or 
better with other grades decreasing in proportion. 

No new building will be required, but the second floor of the 
main mill is being rebuilt along Mill street in a floorage 60 x 60 
feet and the new modern beating engines will be installed. This 
floor is directly above the present beater room which has now a 
battery of seven beating machines and three washing engines. The 
new equipment will be motor driven. It is expected that the new 
equipment will be ready for service in about three months. The 
company is using its own experts in making the improvement. 

The taking over of the large floor space usually utilized for 
storage will have but temporary disadvantages which can be met. 
The company now owns the plant of the Harmon Machine Com- 
pany which adjoins the mill, and next year a portion of the shops 
become available for storage purposes and will be taken over. 

H. E. Harmon of the company did not care to state the estimated 
cost of the new installation, but it will mean a considerable outlay 
which will be reflected in the improvement of the grade of paper 
manufactured by the concern. 


Knowlton Bros. Bowlers Dine

Sewell plant by President S. D. Lansing. Other mills all about this 
center will be inspected and special attention will be given special 
devices that improve the business.

To Meet Regarding Timber Limits 

A meeting will be held in the offices of the American Paper and 
Pulp Association next Monday, at which will be present paper 
manufacturers who control timber limits and David T. Mason, of 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue of the Treasury Department. 

This bureau is endeavoring to get more closely in touch with 
the forest industries in the administration of the income and excess 
profits tax law. Some difficulty has been experienced in the 
administering of the law, as forest industries use up part of their 
capital assets as their operations proceed. The valuation of the 
capital assets thus becomes a vital matter. 

The bureau now proposes to ask each taxpayer having important 
timber interests to fill out a questionnaire which will give sufficient 
details with regard to his particular conditions to enable a forest 
valuation man familiar with the region in which the timber is 
located to say whether or not the values stated are reasonable. 
They plan, however, to discuss the matter with representatives of 
the different forest industries before the questionnaire is sent out 
so that all points will be covered in it. 

Since many manufacturers of pulp and paper have large timber 
holdings the bureau would like to discuss with them the subject of 
the questionnaire, and to that end the meeting has been arranged. 

More than twenty paper manufacturers have been invited to 
attend, and it is believed that a large portion of these will be on 
hand. 7

Bill for Pulp Wood Inspection 

The Wisconsin State Senate is considering a bill introduced by 
Senator Roy Nye, of Supere, providing for inspection and measure- 
ment of pulp wood at the mills under State supervision and the 
appointment of a supervisor at a salary of $2,500 a year. 

The bill was prepared at the request of Northern Wisconsin 
settlers who declared that certain mills scaled their pulp wood as 
low as 50 per cent of the amount actually loaded. The bill pro- 
vides that the mills shall pay 10 cents per car for having the wood 
inspected and measured. It is the plan to license the scalers em- 
ployed by the mills and give the supervisor authority to revoke 
the license of any scaler who fails to measure the logs correctly. 

Association of Mill Superintendents 

A national organization to be known as the American Association 
of Pulp and Paper Mill Superintendents was organized here last 
week at a meeting of superintendents of 25 Wisconsin pulp and 
paper mills. The purpose of the organization is to bring problems 
confronting the superintendents before the association and to 
establish a closer bond between the men. F. C. Boyce, of Wausau, 
presided as temporary chairman. 

National officers were elected as follows: William C. Nash, 
Lakeside Paper Company, Neenah, president; J. P. O’Connell, 
Northern Paper Mills, Green Bay, vice-president; Peter J. Massey, 
Chicago, secretary and treasurer, Arrangements were made for a 
meeting to be held in the near future to which superintendents of 
all pulp and paper mills in the United States are to be invited. 


Labor Trouble at Stevens Point 
‘Bwice within a week the Stevens Point Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany’s mil! at McDi!l, Wis., was tied up by a strike of its fifty-four 
workmen. The first strike was settled June 2 and three days later 
the men walked out again and assert they will not return to work 
until the paper company meets its demands.

* The original strike resulted from the alleged refusal of the paper 
company to reinstate four employees who had been laid off. Em- 
ployees contended that the men were discriminated against because 
they were active in unionism. An agreement was reached after 
three or four days and the men returned to work. Manager E. G. 
Goodell of the paper company said a compromise had been reached 
and that the four men laid off would be reinstated. 

June 5 the men decided that the tentative agreement failed to 
iead to a complete understanding with the company and on the 
advice of C. H. Sample, organizer for the International Brother- 
hood of Pulp, Sulphite and Paper Mill Workers, another strike 
was declared. 

Labor Trouble at National Fibre Co. Plant 

Reduction in wages resulted in a strike of several dozen girls 
employed by the National Textile Fibre Company at Menasha june 
2, but four days later most of the workers had returned to the 
plant. Women who refused to return to work were replaced by 
workers. The company contended that the wage scale of 
from 40 to 47 cents an hour was too high and made a reduction 
which provided a maximum wage of 32 cents an hour. The reduc- 
tion applied only to piece workers. Manager Harry Price asserted 
that the high wage was possible because of improvements in- 
stituted by the company. The maximum of 32 cents an hour which 
now may be earned is considerably higher than the wage paid in 
similar lines of industry, he said.

General and Personal Trade News 

John Nadeau, Nadeau, Mich., was fatally burned in an acid 
tank at the Kimberly-Clark Company’s mill at Niagara, Wis. He 
was climbing near one of the large acid tanks when his clothes 
became caught in a revolving pulley and he was thrown into the 
tank. Fellow workmen managed to get him out of the tank, but 
he died a few hours after reaching the hospital. 

G. T. Kamps, head of the safety department of the Strange 
Paper Company at Menasha, who has been ill about three months 
will be unable to return to work for three months longer. He 
went to the hospital after an abscess in his right leg burst. He 
was unconscious for five weeks and hope for his recovery was 
abandoned. He is now at his home in Appleton, but the leg is 
still in a plaster cast. Mr. Kamps was formerly head of the 
safety department of the Riverside Fibre and Paper Company at 
Appleton. 

William D. Wheelwright, of the Appleton Coated Paper Com- 
pany, entertained twelve Fox River Valley paper manufacturers 
at a formal dinner for his father, George W. Wheelwright, of 
Boston, Mass., veteran papermaker, here last week. The center- 
piece was a miniature paper machine, and after the dinner the host 
reeled off the web and from the scroll read an interesting history 
of the paper industry in the United States. 

Menasha paper manufacturers are large stockholders in a build- 
ing association organized at Menasha last week with a capital 
stock of $50,000. The company proposes to erect 15 houses this 
summer. The house shortage in Menasha is acute, and as a result 
it is hard to obtain workmen for the mills. 

The name of George A. Whiting, president of the Whiting Paper 
Company, was forged to a check at Menasha last week, but the 
forger was caught while trying to have the paper cashed. 


Tayloe Paper Co. to Expand 
Mempuis, Tenn., June 9, 1919—The Tayloe Paper Company 
has just signed a contract for enlarging its building.

American Writing Paper Co. Issues Statement Saying That 
Period Such as the Market Is Undergoing at Present 
Should Not Be One of Apathy and Inaction Since It Of- 
fers a Distinct Challenge to Get Out and Hustle for Busi- 
ness—Charles Sumner Bird, Well Known Paper Manu- 
facturer of East Walpole, Mass., Speaks for the Wage 
Earner—Go on 48-Hour Schedule.

HoryoxeE, Mass., June 9, 1919.—That the time has now arrived 
when the paper manufacturer, instead of sitting tight and waiting 
for business to come to him, should get out and hustle for it is the 
firm belief of the American Writing Paper Company. Concern- 
ing the present opportunity in the paper selling field, the Amer- 
ican Writing Paper Company says: 

“A period such as the market is undergoing at present should 
not be one of apathy and inaction, since it offers a distinct chal- 
lenge to get out and hustle for business. The best way to meet 
the present exigency is to give the best service and quality 
one can at the lowest cost consistent with reasonable profits, but 
not try to court business through selling at cost or at a loss, and 
to remember that in spite of many cases of an apparent lack of 
demand at present, there is a real need, so that there is no reason 
to hesitate about going after business with an aggressive adver- 
tising and sales campaign. 

Since, therefore, the most pressing and important problem at 
present which confronts a manufacturer is the moving of his 
goods and the sale of his stock, everything should be done in 
the trade to eliminate false rumors and negative anticipation of 
an uncertain market, 

Business has been improving considerably during the past few 
weeks and will continue to do so if it is not retarded by any other 
unjustifiable evidences of an uncertain attitude on the part of the 
manufacturers. At the present time the merchants are timid 
enough without being frightened through any instability of quo- 
tations or statements, and after all, the merchant individually is 
really a great deal more interested in knowing what service you 
can render him and what goods you can deliver to him than 
he is in hearing about the difficulties under which you are com- 
pelled to operate. Therefore, a sales and advertising campaign 
should be one of constructive, healthy vigor, a clear statement of 
real facts and not troubles, with an assurance of future stability 
and increased volume. 


Charles S. Bird on the Wage Earner 

There is at least one large paper manufacturer in Massachu- 
setts who admits that the for the wage earner life is not all sun- 
shine. He is Charles Sumner Bird, proprietor of a large paper 
plant at East Walpole, Mass., who does not hesitate to say that 
the wage earner, as a rule, does not receive a square deal from the 
employers. He openly says that conditions in some industries 
in this State are a “disgrace to civilization,” and that one of the 
principal causes for these conditions is absentee landlordism, 
which causes the the employer to lose all interest in his employees 
except as living machines, and prevents him from knowing any- 
thing of the conditions that surround them in their work. Mr. Bird 
says that some employees wear a face of eternal grouchiness, due 
to the conditions under which they work and under which they 
live. Mr. Bird in part, said: 

“IT remember when my business was small and every employee 
called me by my first name, and I called them ‘Jim’ or ‘Harry’ 
or ‘Joe.’ They were not afraid to come to me with a suggestion 
or a complaint and our interests were mutual. Although the 





plant has grown, I try to keep up this personal contact and it 
solves many problems. Of course we have had our troubles, but 
there has never been a strike here because we have not only tried 
to give a square deal, but have demanded it for ourselves. I be- 
lieve all workmen are willing to give a square deal, and I also 
believe that in many cases of labor trouble the employer is the 
one at fault because he has not given his men a square deal. 

“I said we hadn’t had a strike here at this plant, but we came 
mighty near it once. One day while our plant manager was 
away in Canada, I received a notice from some of the men that 
unless certain things were done within six hours they would 
strike. It was the first I knew of any complaint. Instead of 
sending someone else to them I went myself and said: ‘Let’s talk 
it over.’ 

“When I found what they wanted I said to them: ‘You know 
very well that what you want done cannot be accomplished in 
six hours, and that if you strike I will be up against it. 
think that it is a square deal to me?’ 

“Well, they saw that it wasn’t and they agreed to wait a 
reasonable time for me to get the thing done. I have always 
found that the employees are amenable to reason if the employer 
meets them half way and tells them the reasons for things. And 
I know that the workmen are willing to use their heads and to 
make suggestions for changes or improvements if they know 
that such things are accepted in the right spirit and that they 
can profit by them. 

“It shows the men that we realize we are all working together 
for the same end. Now if I were living 1,000 or more miles 
away from my plant, and had no other connection with it than to 
accept the dividends, there could be none of this good feeling be- 
tween employer and employees.”

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MONARCH PAPER CO. FILES 
ANSWER IN $350,000 SUITS 


Plaintiffs Are the Bryant Paper Co. and the Illinois Envelope 
Co.—Cases .Are the Outgrowth of Great Storm That 
Struck Kalamazoo on the Night of June 23, 1916—A. J. 
Mills for Defendants Avers That Accident Was Primarily 
Due to an Act of God and Nature—S. L. Elam Organizes 
the Elam Paper Co.—Kalamazoo Paper Trade to Enter- 
tain Chicago Printers.

KALAMAZOO, Mich., June 9, 1919.—The Monarch Paper Company, 
made defendant in damage suits aggregating $350,000 and filed 
respectively by the Bryant Paper Company and the Illinois En- 
velopé Company, has made answer to the declarations of the 
plaintiffs through its attorney, A. J. Mills. 

These important cases are the outgrowth of a great storm that 
struck this city on the night of June 23, 1916, in which the plaintiffs 
suffered heavy damage to buildings, machinery and stock as results 
of the floods. They allege that the damage was directly due to the 
fact that the Monarch dam gave way, emptying the entire contents 
of the Monarch mill pond into the Bryant ponds, causing the 
latter bodies of water to overrun their confines, sweep over Alcott 
street and cause the damage entailed. The plaintiffs declare at 
length that the Monarch dams, spillways and sluices were old, 
weak and decayed and not able to withstand the force of the 
water caused by the heavy rain. 

In making reply to these allegations, A. J. Mills, for the de- 
fendants, avers that the accident was primarily due to an act of 
God and nature. 

He further states that the dams, gates, spillways and sluices of 
the defendant were in good condition. 

In addition, the answer says: “Plaintiffs carelessly and negli- 
gently located, constructed and maintained its mills, buildings, mill 
pond, dam, appurtenances, sluices, spillways, gates, etc., as to cause 
the flood. 

“The dam at the plaintiff's pond went out and the water on the 
occasion alleged in the declaration overflowed and caused the 
damages therein alleged because of the carelessness and negligent 
manner in which said dam was located and because of lack of 
spillways, sluices, etc.” 

The answer also states that the damages to the Bryant and 
Illinois plants happened before the defendant’s pond overflowed. 

The defendant’s answer also states that the plaintiffs and its 
grantors blocked and diverted the flow of water in this water- 
shed in its natural course to Kalamazoo River and that the mills, 
buildings, dam, pond and appurtenances were so located as to 
cause that condition and make the plaintiffs guilty of contributory 
negligence and carelessness, 

This is covered as follows: 

“That the plaintiff's dam, pond and the embankments thereof 
were on said occasion so constructed, located, managed, main- 
iained, kept by as to cause and contribute to cause the situation of 
which plaintiff complains, and the damages and injuries set forth 
and alleged in its declaration. 

“That plaintiff had no lawful right or authority to locate, build, 
construct and maintain the pond, dam, buildings, appliances and 
appurtenances located, built, used and maintained by it, nor to 
change and divert the flow of water adjacent to its premises in 
manner as it did. And in so doing became responsible itself for 
the damages and injuries, if any, it suffered at the time and on the 
occasion alleged and stated in the declaration.” 

Articles 14 and 16 of the answer allege that the location of the 


Bryant dams, pond, etc., caused the Monarch dam to overflow and 
that the Bryant Paper Company took no proper or adequate means 
to protect itself in face of the terrible storm that was raging on 
the night of j'une 23. 
Company had so ponded and dammed the back water so that the 


It is further alleged that the Bryant Paper 


water could not flow through as it otherwise would have done. 

It is also stated that when the Bryant Paper Company purchased 
the property on which its plant is located that it knew of the water 
rights of the defendant, but that these rights have not been 
properly respected.

Business Conditions Are Gradually Growing More Satisfactory 
—Organizations of New Business Enterprises Indicate In- 
creasing Prosperity—Printing Establishments Show Large 
Increase in Business—Mercantile Corporation Reports Big 
Increase in the Demand for Envelopes—Beckett Paper 


Co. of Hamilton Buys Lumber Yard and Will Take Im- 


mediate Possession.

Dayton, O., June 9, 1919.—That business conditions are daily 
growing more satisfactory is evidenced by the signs of activity in 
the different mill centers. “We are fortunate that matters are 
adjusting themselves as well as they are,” remarked a down-the- 
valley manufacturer the other day when discussing conditions. 
“The demand for practically all commercial papers is increasing 
steadily, and this indicates a certain revival of trade. I have read 
statements of many men prominent in the business world to the 
effect that we now are in the throes of the greatest prosperity 
known to this country, but I cannot agree with these authorities. 
There are good prospects that such will be the case, in my 
humble opinion, but we are not any closer right now than the 
border.” 

Like other manufacturers, he is of the belief that the foreign 
trade will be liberally extended, though it will require time and 
patience. He pins great faith in South American possibilities, 
though he is not overlooking other fields of endeavor. The war- 
stricken countries will not be the only ones dependent upon 
America. In fact, there are more productive fields right now than 
France, Italy, Belgium and other nations that have been prostrated 
industrially, 

The recent investigation of George H. Mead, of the Mead Pulp 
& Paper Company in Great Britain and France, has convinced 
local business men that these countries are in better condition 
commercially than most persons imagined. That they will be in 
fairly good shape to handle American commodities seems assured, 


Other Signs of Prosperity 

Another indication of increasing prosperity is the showing made 
in the Miami Valley and the entire State of Ohio, for that matter, 
It was thought 
some time ago that when Ohio had reached the record of a million 
a day in added authorized capital stock to industries it would be 
many a moon before these figures would be eclipsed. However, 
the past month set a three-million-a-day record, and now business 
men are wondering whether this will be long continued. There 
were 364 new companies organized with a combined capital of 
more than $47,000,000 while the increases totaled $52,325,000, 
making a gross growth of $99,460,000. The reductions were 
$8,855,000, the net gain thus amounting to $90,605,000. It is a fact 
worthy of note that many of the companies were organized outside 
the eight large cities, showing a wide distribution of prosperity, or 
pleasing prospects, as the case may be. Dayton came forward With 
a net gain of $680,000, there being no reductions sought or author- 
ized. The new concerns represented practically all branches of 
industries, and the paper, publishing and printing trades were well 
represented.

Firms Increasing Their Business 
Showing the manner in which local concerns, which are rated 
as most substantial paper consumers, have increased their business 
may be noted the experience of a local printing establishment 
which did a business in excess of $100,000 during the past year in 
comparison with a business of about $25,000 in certain previous 
years, though at times going higher. Most of this increased busi- 


ness came from the factories and mills, reflecting a healthy state 
of affairs in these establishments. Practically none of it was 
of a transient character. 

The firm carries a large supply of book, writing, bond and ledgers 
and quite a bit of news. Its work is high-class. There are in- 
stances of other companies which paid quite substantial sums to 
Uncle Sam in income tax. One of the large plants, viz, the 
Otterbein Press, which is the publishing house of the United 
Brethren Church, has mapped out an ambitious program and 
expects to keep up an average of $100,000 worth of business each 
month, The paper supply of this house is a big and most im- 
portant item. 

Stamped Envelope Prices to Be Raised 

Announcement has been made here, incidentally, that stamped 
envelopes will be increased in price on and after July 1, when 
Nos. 5 and 13 will be advanced twelve cents per thousand. Just now 
many firms are engaged in the happy work of ordering large 
supplies and this may continue until june 20, up to which time 
they may be bought in quantities at the old price, according to 
the statement of a post office official. 

Those persons paying more for stamped envelopes offered at the 
post office on and after July 1 will be compensated in another 
direction, however, as at that time postage rates will be reduced 
from three to two cents for first-class matter. Postals will return 
to the pre-war basis of one cent, also. The presence of the Mer- 
cantile Corporation, which supplies the Government with stamped 
envelopes and newspaper wrappers in this city, adds to the interest 
shown in the new quotations on stamped envelopes. 


Increased Demand for Envelopes 

Howard F. Marston, general manager of the Mercantile Cor- 
poration, reports the demand for envelopes to be on the increase. 
The Government plant is doing a good business, the output being 
larger than ever. The plant is one of the most important industries 
of the city and occupies the site and buildings of the old Mead 
Paper Company. on Front street. However, additional property 
has been acquired and buildings have been erected from time to 
time. New York and Dayton business men are interested in the 
enterprise. Most of the paper used in the envelope and wrapper 
plant is manufactured in Dayton and adjoining mill centers. 


Beckett Paper Co. 

The Beckett Paper Company of Hamilton, which recently bought 
a lumber yard in Hamilton, is preparing to take possession of the 
plant and will, in time, make important improvements, This 
property is located near the Beckett mills and will prove a valuable 
addition. The company, realizing that extensions would be neces- 
sary sooner or later, decided to purchase it while the opportunity 
existed. 


Plenty Timber for Pulp Mill 

Missouta, Mont., June 6, 1919.—There are 700,000,000 feet of 
timber available for pulp mill purposes in the Blackfeet forest 
region, according to Assistant District Forester J. F. Preston of 
the local forest service headquarters, who is working on a pros- 
pectus showing the water power, wood, coal and markets that 
would be available for a pulp mill in that country. 

According to Mr. Preston there is enough timber in that region 
to keep a hundred ton plant going for 30 years and enough raw 
naterial, properly used, to keep a 250-ton plant in operation per- 
manently. 

The forest service men have never had any doubt as to the 
quantity of pulp timber being sufficient for the demand. A recent 
survey of the forest service shows that the supply is practically 
unlimited. 

The plant would probably be located on Flathead Lake. The 
timber, for the mill is in the national forests of Kootenai, Black- 
feet and Flathead.

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CANADIAN PAPER MAKERS 
DISCUSS EXPORT BUSINESS 


A. L. Dawe, Secretary of the Canadian Pulp and Paper Associ- 
ation, Is to Be Sent to London to, Act as Pulp and Paper 
Adviser to the Lloyd Harris Canadian Trade Mission— 
Paper Control Tribunal to Meet in Montreal June 18— 
Market in England for All the Pulp That Canada Can 
Produce—Saguenay Pulp’ Bond Issue Is Ratified— 
Abitibi Co. Dividends. . 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontTREAL, Que., June 9, 1919—Some forty or fifty pulp and 
paper manufacturers met in the Ritz-Carlton, Montreal, last week 
and discussed ways and means of improving their export business 
with Great Britain. It was voted to send A. L. Dawe, secretary 
of the Canadian Pulp and Paper Association to London to act 
as pulp and paper adviser to the Lloyd Harris Canadian Trade 
Mission, the suggestion that an expert familiar with the industry be 
sent coming from Mr, Harris himself. Mr. Dawe has been with 
the Pulp and Paper Association for some years and prior to that 
was engaged in the paper trade both here and in England. 

A long discussion took place concerning the difficulty of obtain- 
ing shipping and the excessive freight rates now in force between 
Canada and Great Britain, the prevailing sentiment being that 
Canada ought to be prepared to look after her own shipping in- 
terests at the present time without depending so much upon the 
Old Country. It was stated at the meeting that some ships now 
owned by the Canadian Government are being employed in bringing 
ioreign products to this country from Cuba and elsewhere which 
might better be employed in carrying Canadian products, such as 
pulp and paper for which there is a steady demand, to England 
under such arrangement as would make it possible for Canadian 
producers to meet foreign competition. It was also stated that the 
American Shipping Board has diverted several ships to the St. 
Lawrence route, some of which were reported as being now en- 
gaged on cargoes in Montreal. Efforts will be made to obtain 
space on these boats for Canadian pulp and paper exports. The 
statement was also made that this diversion of American shipping 
is but the beginning of a regular service between Montreal and 
Liverpool by ships owned by the American Government. 

Mr. J. A. Bothwell, president of the Canadian Pulp and Paper 
Association, presided at the meeting, which was open to anyone 
interested in the industry. 


Canadian Pulp for England 


Lloyd Harris, head of the Canadian Trade Mission in London, 
in addressing a meeting of the Canadian Club of Montreal last 
Thursday, stated that there was a market in Great Britain for all 
the pulp Canada could produce, the only difficulty being that of 
getting sufficient ocean tonnage. 

Canada’s exports of pulp and paper to Great Britain, despite the 
difficulties in connection with shipping during the four years of 
war, advanced in value from $1,672,834 in 1914 to $4,074,691 in 
1917, and Canadian manufacturers have lost no opportunity of 
cultivating this market. In 1917 pulp constituted about 75 per cent 
of the exports and paper 25 per cent, the resfective amounts 
attributable to each being, pulp, $3,057,411, and paper, $1,017,280, 
most of the latter being of the news print variety. 

Canadian exports, however, provided but a very small proportion 
of Great Britain’s imports of these commodities. Before the war 
Great Britain imported about 150,000 tons of news print annually 
and considerable quantities of other grades of paper in addition. 
in 1913 these imports reached a total of 633,190 tons and were 
valued at $34,543,700, of which Sweden supplied 97,784 tons, valued 


at $5,974,246; Norway, 114,514 tons, valued at $6,620,872, and Ger- 
many, 70,972 tons, valued at $6,329,754. 

During the next twelve months Canada will have available for 
export to the British market 80,000 tons of news print, 20,000 tons 
of kraft wrapping paper, 20,000 tons of wood pulp board, 9,000 tons 
of book and writing papers, 5,000 tons of test boards, 5,000 tons of 
wall boards, 2,000 tons of felt papers, or a total of 141,000 tons, 

Great Britain’s imports of pulp during the normal year 1913 
amounted to 977,647 tons, valued at $23,272,227, the bulk of which 
was supplied by Sweden, Norway, Germany and Russia. 

To meet a similar demand during the current year Canada will 
have a surplus production of 266,000 tons of pulp of all kinds. 


Paper Tribunal to Meet 

The Paper Control Tribunal will meet in Montreal on Wednes- 
day, June 18, to deal with the evidence recently taken by Paper 
Controller Pringle and with his ruling upholding price of news 
print paper fixed last September and which has been appealed 
from both by the newspaper publishers and the news print manu- 
facturers. Oral arguments will be made by George H. Mont- 
gomery, K. C., representing the manufacturers, and by N. W. 
Tilley, K. C., representing the publishers. 

President Bothwell of the Canadian Pulp and Paper Associa- 
tion, who was in Montreal this week, stated that he had every 
confidence that when the Tribunal renders judgment it will add to 
the price fixed by Controller Pringle. 

“Our evidence justifies a higher price,” said Mr. Bothwell. “The 
tendency of the day is towards increased costs, particularly in 
regard to labor. I do not see how the Tribunal can get away from 
the facts, and if it sticks to them a higher price will certainly be 
forthcoming. 

Spanish River’s Improved Position 

It is understood that the plans respecting Spanish River Pulp 
and Paper Mills are now well advanced and have reached the point 
where a successsful issue seems assured. 

In a general way it can be stated that the proposals which are 
expected to be made to the shareholders in due course could only 
be based on a vastly improved financial position of the company 
and an. assured place of pre-eminence for the future in the pro- 
duction of pulp and paper. Spanish River has made a wonderful 
comeback from the position of financial peril a few years ago. 
The agreement made with the bondholders providing for the 
postponement of 1915-16 interest until 1922 imposed conditions 
which seemed to put the preferred stock a long way back. 

‘Conditions change rapidly, however, and it can be now stated 
that the outlook for the preferred shareholders is much brighter 
and the prospect of a resumption of dividends is part of the plan. 

Gossip has already located the method of doing: this by funding 
the arrears by a distribution of more preferred stock instead of 
attempting to pay cash. Preliminary to this will be the adjustment 
of the arrears on two groups of preferred by an issue of scrip 
making them equal. 

It is also understood that arrangements are being made whereby 
all other outstanding obligations ahead of the preferred stock are 
in process of arrangement and that the plans are also broad enough 
to finance the installation of another paper mill which will con- 
siderably increase the revenue of the company and largely take 
care of the increased revenue required. 

Howard Smith Co.’s Financing 

It is understood that Nesbitt, Thomson & Co., Ltd., and A. E. 
Ames & Co. who have purchased an issue of $800,000 6 per cent 
first mortgage bonds of the Howard Smith Paper Mills, Ltd., will 
make a public offering in a day or so. 

This company has two mills located at Beauharnois and Crabtree 
Mills, Que. With completion of extensions now under construc- 
tion its daily production will be 79,000 pounds of high-grade bond 
and ledger papers.

MAKERS DISCUSS EXPORT BUSINESS

The preferred and common stocks are listed on the Montreal 
Stock Exchange. It is believed that there is a wonderful future in 
Canada for manufacturers of writing paper. The raw material 
available is in abundance and Canada’s water powers supply the 
necessary power at the cheapest rates. 

Saguenay Pulp Bond Issue Is Ratified 

At a meeting of the shareholders of the North American Pulp 
and Paper Companies’ Trust in Montreal a day or two ago resolu- 
tions incorporating the Saguenay Pulp and Power Company and an 
issue of $5,500,000 614 per cent secured serial bonds were ratified. 
It is understood that this issue has been underwritten in anticipa- 
tion of this favorable action. 

The resolution provides for an exchange of Chicoutimi Pulp 
shares for a like amount of Saguenay shares, the reduction of the 
Chicoutimi preferred dividend from 7 to 6 per cent and an in- 
crease in the issue from 25,000 to 30,000 shares and exchange of 
these shares for Saguenay preferred shares. 


Abitibi Pulp and Dividend 

“It is not generally known,” says the Montreal Financial Times, 
“that the Chase National Bank some few weeks ago granted a 
million-dollar credit, without security, to the Abitibi Power and 
Paper Company, which credit, we understand, has not yet been 
drawn upon by the company. Shareholders, however, will be 
greatly interested in this practical demonstration of faith in the 
comparatively young enterprise. 

“The Abitibi company is at present enjoying a very active output, 
and earnings are reported to be running at an average of 14 to 16 
per cent on the common stock. In view of the fact that this stock 
is quoted in excess of $80 a share, without sensational market 
trading; a dividend no doubt is more or less in sight, 

“The Financial Times is of the opinion, taking earnings and the 
improved liquid position of the company into consideration, that a 
dividend probably of 6 per cent per annum will be inaugurated 
sometime on the turn of next year.” 


Canada’s Export Lumber Trade 

Close to 100,000,000 feet of British Columbia lumber is under 
order for delivery in Great Britain. An order for 70,000,000 feet 
was placed some time ago by British interests. The delivery of 
20,000,000 feet in four demountable ‘ships is a task that the lumber 
mills of the Pacific Coast are attempting. An experimental order 
for 2,000,000 feet of lumber was placed by Sir James Ball, British 
Timber Controller, who arrived in British Columbia recently. Sir 
James has stated that he is a believer in the successful working out 
of the demountable ship idea by which logs would be built into a 
ship, supplied with power, and this huge new kind of “raft” taken 
apart at its destination. 


English Paper Buyer Here 

W. A. Dewsnap, of London, England, representing Davies & 
Royle, of 7 Old Swan Lane, among the largest paper selling 
agents in England, is in Canada to place orders for a large quantity 
of paper, particularly kraft wrapping paper. 

Mr. Dewsnap said that in England during the war the price 
of paper, except ordinary newspaper which was controlled by the 
Government, rose to unheard of heights, 

Wrapping paper became so scarce that merchants were unable 
to obtain supplies and people had either to bring their own 
wrapping paper to the shops or take home their purchases un- 
wrapped. It was quite a common practice for people to go to 
market carrying a large box in their arms in which they placed all 
their purchases ranging from oleomargarine, when it could be 
obtained, to meat and green groceries. 

The British paper controller allotted all the paper coming into 
England to the dealers in the proportion which they purchased 


before the war and required them to allot their supplies to their 
customers in the same ratio. The price was not restricted and 
rose to a very fancy figure. Most of the paper agents took no 
undue toll of their customers, although some did so and made 
fabulous profits thereby. 

Mr. Dewsnap thinks there is a great market in England for 
Canadian pulp and paper products, but says that the determining 
factors are price, quality and the ability to deliver the goods. 

“Sentiment is all right,” he said, “but business in England, as 
elsewhere, is carried on without regard to it. Give us the goods 
we want at a fair price and we'll buy them, and, of course, every- 
thing else being equal, would rather trade with Canada than with 
any one else.” 

Mr. Dewsnap is visiting some of the Quebec mills this week, and 
goes from here to Toronto and thence to New York. 


Canadian Woodlands Section to Meet 

The summer meeting of the Woodlands Section of the Canadian 
Pulp and Paper Association, to be held at Berthier and Grand 
Mere June 25 and 26, will be marked by the formal inauguration 
of the hydroplane forest patrol service which is being introduced 
into this province for the first time through the joint assistance of 
the Federal and Provincial Governments. 

Members of the Section will foregather in Montreal and Quebec 
on Wednesday morning, june 25, and proceed by train to Berthier 
Junction, where special cars will take them to the provincial 
forest nurseries. A luncheon will be tendered them by G. C. 
Piche, the Provincial Forester, at 1 o’clock, after which the hydro- 
plane service will be formally inaugurated by the Hon. Jules 
Allard, Minister of Lands and Forests, and demonstrations of 
their work will be given. Sir Lomer Gouin, the Provincial 
Premier, is expected to be present. 

The afternoon’s program will include an inspection of the 
nurseries and discussions of interest to foresters, 

The evening will be spent at Grand Mere and the following day 
will be devoted to an inspection of the Proulx forest nurseries, 
demonstrations of the use of tractors in forestry work, the use of 
fire pumps and demonstrations in the proper disposal of slash, 
etc., by the Laurentide Company’s staff. A luncheon at the 
Laurentide Inn will conclude the program. 

The Section includes among its membership forestry experts 
from evety part of Canada.

PHILADELPHIA, June 9, 1919.—It was a rather dismal picture that 
was drawn in these columns last week of the condition in the paper 
stock market—and yet in the opinion of so competent an observer 
as William L. Sibbons, of John Simmons’ Sons, it was an entirely 
truthful one. “It was certainly a true description of conditions as 
they actually are,” said he today. Therefore there is special interest 
now in his declaration that in his opinion, based upon his own 
observations and the reports from business competitors and friends, 
the worst is over and the day of deliverance is now clearly in 
sight. 

While there was during the week nothing approaching even a 
boom and while the market is still draggy, there has been this gain, 
that the sagging of prices has ceased, it is believed for good, and 
that, though there is not possible yet any advance, outside prices 
rather than always the inside, are now being secured by the jobbers 
and the sure prediction of an increase in the nature of a recovery 
is made. The mill men are reported to be a little more considerate 
than before. Stocks of certain grades not moved since the holiday 
season are now beginning to have some circulation, There is a 
rather restricted supply both of old papers and of rags coming into 
the warehouses of the stock dealers and with a little more activity 
on the part of the mills recovery of prices is sure. 

So far as the trade in the finished product is concerned, reports 
run the gamut from fair and “the worst is over” to “busy, bustling 
times” stated by National President Harvey N. Platt speak- 
ing as an officer of the J. L. N. Smythe Company. Wrappings and 
print papers are reported to be selling lively, Bonds and ledgers, 
too, are going well. 

Looking for Statistical Chart 

As National President, Mr. Platt is looking forward with great 
interest to the receipt before the week closes of the National 
Association’s Statistical Chart which he had been adviSed by the 
Chicago office is about ready for distribution.. In this city A. N. 
Kimmey, as statistician of the local association, has his programme 
of activity well formulated. President Platt believes that the 
national chart, the local association statistics and the greater study 
which as a consequence of the agitation for precise information 
and detailed facts as to overhead charges, cost of doing business 
and the like which managers of local firms have been making, con- 
ditions will be very decidedly improved in the old Quaker City in 
the very near future.

Cuicaco, June 9, 1919.—The paper market seemed, on the whole, 
to be a little more active last week. The action of the coated paper 
manufacturers in withdrawing their prices had a bullish effect on 
the whole market, and while predictions that the manufacturers of 
other grades of paper will soon take the same action were not 
received seriously, at the same time it is believed possible that this 
may be one of the developments of the near future. The paper 
dealers are more anxious to lay in stocks of paper than they have 
been for some time past, and the printers, who are, of course, in 
close touch with the paper market all the time, were noticeably 
placing heavier orders last week. The large publishers, whose 
paper requirements are not under regular contract, also showed 
signs of getting ready to buy ahead—something they have not done 
for many months. Paper men were well pleased with the general 
change which seems to have taken place in the situation. The new 
prices on coated papers are anxiously awaited, and it is predicted 
that they will be considerably higher than the old ones. Members 
of the trade who deal heavily in coated papers are not prepared 
to say how much higher the new prices will be, but it is thought 
that they will be at least a couple of cents.

Production of Pulpstones in 1918. 

To the man in the street the manufacture of grindstones and 
pulpstones seems to have little connection with war activities. 
During 1918, however, this industry contributed almost its entire 
output directly or indirectly to the prosecution of the war. This 
output was used in the manufacture of cutlery, hardware and 
tools, which were themselves used either directly as war materials 
or in the manufacture of war materials. Large numbers of grind- 
stones were also used for dressing and sharpening tools in the 
industrial plants that made the host of articles required by military 
operations. The manufacture of pulpstones, which is closely re- 
lated to that of grindstones, is less patently connected with the 
prosecution of the war, but as pulpstones are used in the prepara- 
tion of wood pulp, and as an adequate supply of pulp and paper 
was highly important, the pulpstone industry may also be regarded 
as having contributed its bit by maintaining and increasing its 
volume of business. 

According to the figures compiled from reports of producers to 
the United States Geological Survey, Department of the Interior, 
the total sales of these stones in 1918 amounted to 56,554 short 
tons, valued at $1,262,602, a gain of 2,122 short tons, or 4 per cent., 
in quantity. and of $455,706, or 56 per cent., in value. The average 
price per short ton was $22 in 1918, an increase of $7 over the 
average in 1917. Labor shortage was the chief obstacle encountered 
by the quarrymen in 1918, although difficulty in obtaining fuel and 
supplies, as well as in transportation, was reported. The demand 
was good, and the stock of grindstones on hand at the beginning 
of 1918 amounted to only 4,020 short tons. Over 85 per cent. of 
the material used in the manufacture of grindstones was sandstone 
quarried in Ohio, and the remainder was sandstone quarried in 
Michigan and West Virginia. : 

The pulpstones sold in 1918 from sandstone quarried in Ohio and 
West Virginia amounted to 8,785 tons—2,921 pieces—valued at 
$513,680, an increase of nearly 26 per cent. in quantity and of 50 
per cent. in value. Owing to the shortage of labor the supply did 
not exceed the demand, and very little stock was left over for 1919.

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Obituary 


Gordias Henry P. Gould 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., June 9, 1919.—Gordias Henry P. Gould, of 
Lyons Falls, president of the Gould Paper Company of Lyons Falls 
and the Donnacona Paper Company of Donnacona, Que., recog- 
nized as one of the leading paper manufacturers of the country, 
died at midnight Sunday night at the Clifton Springs Sanatarium 
at Clifton Springs, N. Y., aged 71 years. He had been in failing 
health for the past six months and went to the health resort last 
week. News of his death came as a great shock to his many 
friends and associates in this community. 

G. H. P. Gould has been a commanding figure in paper manu- 
facturing circles and large business affairs in this section of the 
state for a number of years. In recent years he has stood out in 
the paper trade as a big and forceful manufacturer who fought 
for what he thought to be proper and just, and no manufacturer 
of paper in the country has failed to recognize him and feel 
his influence. 

Mr. Gould was a conspicuous example of a selfmade man. He 
began life as a teamster and a iog driver, and through expe- 
rience coupled with business sagacity and indomitable honesty of 
purpose he gradually advanced to the position where it is esti- 
mated that at his death he possessed between $3,500,000 and 
$4,000,000. 

Mr. Gould was born in Lyons Falls on June 10, 1848, the only 
son of the late Gordias and Mary Plumb Gould. The family is 
distantly related to the family of Jay Gould, of New York. He 
was educated at Fairfield Seminary, Herkimer County, and at 
Lowville Academy. When about 16 years of age he left school 
and took up the work of driving a four-horse stage between 
Lyons Falls and Boonville to carry patrons of his father’s hotel, 
the McAlpine House, to the trains. 

When but a boy he took employment in the lumber woods, and 
it was out of this start that grew his successful career in later 
vears, His first investment of savings was made iz 1869 when 
he purchased a tract of timber on the Moose river. He sawed 
iumber at a saw mill he purchased there until 1874, and at one 
time he used to draw lumber with one horse to Port Leyden. 

It was in about 1874 that Lyman R. Lyon, owner of extensive 
timber lands, died, and recognizing his business ability and 
honesty, the daughters of Mr. Lyon, Mrs. Mary L. Fisher, Mrs. Julia 
L. DeCamp and Mrs. Florence L, Merriam, engaged Mr. Gould 
to manage the large affairs of the estate. He formed a partner- 
ship with them under the name of Lyon & Gould. They pur- 
chased the saw and pulp mill on the Moose river at a point now 
known as “Gouldtown.” He later conducted the business in his 
own name, and later in 1880 built a woodpulp mill there. 

Mr. Gould recognized that there was great value to the soft 
wood stand after the hard timber had been removed, and grad- 
ually purchased timber acreage until he held vast holdings. He 
conceived the great advantage of building pulp mills adjacent to 
the timber tract from which it is'supplied. This idea ultimately led 
to the development of the great paper industry in Northern New 
York. 

The splendid waterpower near the village was purchased, and 
in 1892 he bought the property of the Fondulac Paper Company 
which included the mills at Fowlerville, Shuetown and the manila 
paper plant at Port Leyden. In 18% he built the large mill on 
the west side of the falls. In 1906 he purchased the mills of the 
International Paper Company at Kosterville, bringing all the 
paper mills in the immediate vicinity under the name of The 
Gould Paper Company, increasing the capital stock to $2,000,000. 
Several additions have been made on the mill at Lyons Falls, 
bringing the capacity up to 70 tons of paper daily. In 1914 Mr. 
Gould purchased a large interest in the St. Regis Paper Com- 


pany with mills at Deferiet and with his friends held a con- 
trolling interest. He became president of the company, and in 
1916 sold out to local capitalists. He then became the majority 
stockholder of the big Donnacona Paper Company of which he 
was president at the time of his death. 

Besides his paper mill interests, Mr. Gould had other business 
interests in this section of the state. At the time of his death 
he was vice president of the First National Bank of Utica and 
a director, and was a director of the Northern New York Trust 
Company. 

In politics he was always a staunch Democrat. He served as 
supervisor of the town of Lyonsdale in 1881 and served as Assem- 
blyman upon election in 1885, 1891 and 1892. He was frequently 
named as delegate to conventions and in 1888 he was a delegate 
to the national convention that nominated President Cleveland 
He was a close friend and advisor of the late Governor David 
B. Hill. 

Mr. Gould married Elizabeth Pritchard of Boonville in 1870, 
who died in 1893. To them were born three children of whom 
Harry P. Gould, for several years associated with his father in 
the paper manufacturing business, is the only survivor. In 184 
he married Miss Nellie Church of Lyons Falls, who died in 1906, 
A daughter, Eleanor C., was born to them. She was married in 
1917 to Donald S. Tuttle of New York, an Ensign in the Naval 
Reserves. In 1915 he married Mrs. Ella Lennox of Lowville, 
who survives him. 

Besides his widow there survive, a sister, Katherine M., who 
resides in California; one daughter, Mrs. Donald Tuttle of New 
York; one son, Harry Pritchard Gould of Lyons Falls and a 
step daughter, Miss Laura Lennox of Lyons Falls. 

Much regret is being expressed here today by business asso- 
ciates of Mr. Gould over the news of his unexpected death at this 
time. 

Mark S. Wilder, president of the Dianna Paper Company and 
for years a close friend to the deceased, said: “His death is 
certainly a great loss to Northern New York where he has been 
a leading business man for years. His loss will be more serious 
than we now appreciate.” ; 

Sheriff Michael Gleason, who was a close friend for many 
vears, said: “I knew G. H. P. Gould when he was a young man 
and had but $250 to his name. He was always called the best 
business man in the section, and his honesty and hard, ceaseless 
application to business details brought him to his high standing in 
the community. While we were of opposite political faith he 
always fought the game fairly and met with success.” 

Floyd L. Carlisle, president of the St. Regis Paper Company 
and also of the Northern New York Trust Company, of which Mr. 
Gould was a director, paid a tribute to the memory of his 
associate. 

“Tt was a great personal shock to me to learn of the death of 
G. H. P. Gould, of Lyons Falls. I have been intimately associated 
with Mr. Gould for ten years and feel that in his death this section 
has lost its most successful business man. He was one of the half 
dozen dominant factors in the paper manufacturing business of the 
United States and Canada. He was everywhere known as a man 
of the highest personal integrity and honor. His early foresight 
and vision into the value of local timber lands and water powers 
led to the upbuilding of this section, making it the leading paper 


‘ manufacturing section of the country. His unique position will be 


very difficult to fill.’” 

Judge Henry Purcell and Senator Elon R. Brown were two 
other distinguished citizens who spoke feelingly of the keen loss 
suffered and its effect upon the community Mr. Gould served. 

Mr. Gould took great interest in building up the village of Lyons 
Falls where he was born and always lived, doing more than any 
other citizen to that end. Taking a deep interest in the welfare of

Hotyoke, Mass., June 16, 1919—For another prominent 
Holyoke paper manufacturer the “Zero Hour” has struck. He is 
T. Henry Spencer, who died suddenly at his home last week 
Tuesday. Mr. Spencer was well experienced in the paper indus- 
try, and for almost thirty-five years was assistant treasurer of 
the Valley Paper Company. 

Mr. Spencer was born in Suffield at the old Spencer home- 
stead, being a direct descendant of the original founders of the 
city of Hartford. He was a graduate of Yale and was secretary 
of the Board of Trustees at the Suffield School. His great-grand- 
parents were among the early settlers of Connecticut and are 
considered today one of the original families that settled Hart- 
ford. After completing his course at Yale College he came to 
Holyoke and entered the employ of the Holyoke Machine Com- 
pany, paper mill machinery manufacturers. From there he went 
to. the Wauregan Paper Company, now a division of the Amer- 
ican Writing Paper Company combine. Here he remained for 
two years and then left to enter the employ of the Fairfield Pa- 
per Company. Soon he returned to Holyoke and entered the 


office of the Valley Paper Company, where he remained for more 
than 30 years. He resigned on January 1, 1917, and from that 
time on devoted his time to the Mt. Holyoke Lithia Spring Wa- 
ter Company, of which he was treasurer and also the develop- 
ment of pecan orchards in Florida. 

He was married in New Hartford in 1885. He leaves besides 
his wife, one son T. Harold Spencer, second lieutenant in the 
United States Army, and one daughter, Miss Miriam Spencer, 
and one brother, Thomas V. Spencer of Boston. 

The body was removed to Suffield, Conn., for burial.

A.'M Dockery, third assistant postmaster general, has given 
notice that a new contract for stamped envelopes and newspaper 
wrappings becomes effective July 1. 

Prices to the public, therefore, will be changed beginning July 1. 
The increase will be 12 cents per thousand on first quality printed 
and unprinted envelopes of the Nos. 5 and 13 sizes. Prices of 
other envelopes may be had on inquiry at the city postoffice or 
substations. 

The contractor, who got somewhat behind in deliveries during 
the war because of the difficulty in obtaining materials and skilled 
labor, has now caught up with orders and will be able to fill 
requisitions promptly. By placing orders at once, users of stamped 
envelopes will not only get the advantage of the low price, but 
may avoid delays in deliveries which may occur if orders in excess 
of the contractor’s capacity are received after June 30.

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REVIEW OF PAPER TRADE 
IN MARKETS OF THE WORLD 


Consul General George A. Bucklin, of Bordeaux, Writes That 
There Is Need of Paper in His District, Little Having 
Been Imported or Manufacturéd During the War—Con- 
ditions in the Paper Markets of Egypt Describd by Vice 
Consul S. Pinkney Tuck—Imports of Paper and Paper 
Manufactures into Japan in 1918 Were Valued at $5,- 
145,840—Conditions in Other World Markets. 


In a recent issue of Commerce Reports was published an inter- 
esting series of articles on the “Foreign Markets for Papers.” 


France _ 
Consul-General George A. Bucklin writes frum sordeaux: 


“There is a need of paper in this region, little having been im- 
ported or manufactured during the war, and a requisition being 
also placed upon paper by the French Government during that time. 
Before the war a considerable amount of paper was imported from 
Germany, some from Italy, and a lesser quantity from England. 
Paper was likewise manufactured here, but the industry has been 
largely suspended, many factories not yet having resumed opera- 
tions. 

“There is, however, a certain reserve stock of paper on hand. 
Prices have gone down in the last few days and are likely to con- 
tinue to do so as this supply is liberated. Prices of colored paper 
will diminish more slowly since it is scarcer, it having been for- 
merly manufactured with German dyes.” 

Egypt 

Vice-Consul S. Pinkney Tuck, writes from Alexandria: “The 
statistics of paper imports specify four distinct categories: Wall 
paper, wrapping paper, writing and printing paper, and paper of 
other grades. In 1917 the value of wall paper imports was $93,573, 
of which the United States exported $13,972. A total quantity of 
wrapping paper amounting to 10,102,874 pounds was imported, the 
bulk of which came from Italy, the United States furnishing only 
2,720 pounds. Writing and printing paper imports totaled 10,895,- 
411 pounds, and came in the largest quantities from England, Italy, 
and Norway. The United States furnished 27,553 pounds. The 
value of all other grades of paper imports amounted to $90,418, 
England’s share in this trade being $59,306, and that of the United 
States being only $414. 

“Previous to the war Austria furnished about 43 per cent. of the 
total importations of all grades of paper, while the shares of Ger- 
many, Italy, and France were about equal. Austria and England 
led in the importation of writing and printing papers. Austria 
furnished over 70 per cent. of the cigarette paper, in which cate- 
gory Italy has now taken its place in the market. Paste and card- 
board emanated chiefly from Germany and Austria before the war. 
England and Sweden are the largest exporters of cardboards at 
the present time. 

“There was no local competition from Egyptian mills. Practi- 
cally the entire paper supply of Egypt comes from abroad and the 
demand is practically limited to the European population. There 
is but one small paper mill located in Alexandria. Its weekly 
capacity is only 30 tons of paper and 12 tons of cardboard. 

“Since the war and the withdrawal of Germany and Austria 
from the local market, Great Britain, France, Italy and Sweden 
have been the chief exporters of paper to Egypt. 

“The local importer entertains no prejudice against American 
papers, and American exporters are chiefly handicapped by the 
lack of direct steamship connections between Egypt and the United 
States, which all the chief paper-exporting countries in Europe 
enjoy. There is an 8% per cent. ad valorem tax on paper im- 
ported into Egypt. The large jobber and wholesaler does not 


exist on the Egyptian market. Paper, like other manufactured 
articles, must be placed through agents and commission houses.” 
Italy 
Consul J. S. Armstrong, Jr., writes from Venice: “During the 
latter part of the war Venice was a closed port, but the following 
table will show statistics as to the imports of paper into this port 
for the years 1914 and 1915, these being the latest years for which 
figures are available:

“Paper used in this district was either imported chiefly from 
Germany or was manufactured in Italy. The following is an ex- 
ample of the manner in which German paper was sold in this 
market: There was a factory in Italy producing a certain quality 
of wax paper called Pergamino, which was being sold at 160 lire 
per quintal ($14 per 100 pounds) at the producer’s place. A Ger- 
man firm which was manufacturing the same kind of paper, per- 
haps better, proceeded to sell it, including all costs, delivered at 
158 lire per quintal ($13.186 per 100 pounds) including 18 lire 
paid for duty. 

“A large trade could probably be done in this line if the selling 
price is kept around the Italian selling price. Information has 
been received that the Germans intend to make efforts to recapture 
a considerable amount of the former trade carried on in this dis- 
trict by selling either directly or indirectly from that country at 
advantageous credit conditions. 

“The Italian paper manufacturers in this district are inactive, as 
their business has been greatly damaged as a result of the war. 


Best Methods of Handling the Trade 

“In order to secure a footing in this market it will be highly 
advisable to maintain a good stock in this country, in the forms 
and widths which are the most used. A branch should, if prac- 
ticable, be maintained at an important distributing center, such as 
Milan, or an exclusive agency should be appointed at Venice or 
Padua to handle the whole of Venetia, including any newly occu- 
pied territories adjacent to the Province. In order to compete 
with any such trade rivalry as existed here before the war it will 
be necessary to sell merchandise of this kind at a price which in- 
cludes all costs to a port in Italy. At least, if this is not done the 
prospective customer should be iniormed at the time of writing of 
the prevailing ocean freight rates and insurance costs. On most 
goods a credit of from 60 to 90 days is customary. One or 2 per 
cent. is allowed for cash payment, and this term is taken to include 
30 days from invoice date. Some American firms are successful 
in selling on a stricter basis, but this is possible only by reason of 
a market superiority of their products er a lack of competition.”

“Complete statistics for the Kobe consular district are not yet 
available, but in 1917 about 40 per cent. of the total imports of 
paper were entered at the customs at Kobe and Osaka, and it may 
be expected that approximately the same proportion was entered 
in 1918. As Tokyo is the center of the publishing industry of 
japan, most of the print and lithograph paper is entered at Yoko- 
hama, while the bulk of the packing paper and other papers used 
in the production of various commodities is entered at Kobe and 
Osaka, the ports of the principal industrial region of Japan.

“While before the war the United States supplied in these three 
items only an average of 4 per cent. of the total imports, 42 per 
cent. came from the United States in 1917, and in 1918, 85 per cent. 
of the total value of the imports of all papers and paper manufac- 
tures came from America. The principal reason for this greatly 
increased importation from the United States, of course, lay in the 
fact that the transportation facilities between America and Japan 
during the war were greatly superior to those between Europe and 
Japan.

“In addition, purely Japanese paper, such as rice-straw, mul- 
berry-fiber, and other papers, are produced to the value of about 
$12,000,000 annually. 

“The principal places of production of the foreign style papers 
are Shidzuoka-Ken, Hokkaido, and Tokyo-fu, in the Yokohama 
consular district, and Osaka-fu, Hyogo-Ken, and Kyoto-fu, in this 
consular district. 

Paper Should Be Well Packed 

“While the United States has captured a large part of the im- 
ported-paper trade of Japan, it is not likely that all, or even a big 
percentage of the trade will be retained after normal conditions 
are again established. Greater attention should be given to pack- 
ing. High-grade print paper, such as lithograph paper, should not 
simply be rolled and wrapped with two or three thicknesses of 
heavy paper and binding the whole with two or more iron straps, 
but boards should be placed lengthwise at short intervals around 
the roll, and then bind the whole with iron straps.

Peru 

Consul-General W. W. Handley writes from Callao, Lima: “In 
1913 Germany held the large proportion of the paper trade with 
Peru, especially in wrapping and news print paper. But, as statis- 
tics given below show, the United States became the chief source 
of supply by the year 1917. The trade feels very favorably inclined 
toward American products and, other things being equal, will favor 
American business. The table which follows gives the quantities 
and values of three principal classifications of paper imported dur- 
ing the years 1913 and 1917, by countries of origin:

Myers, and since his death in 1914 his son, R. E. Myers, has con- 
ducted the business. Although this house nominally handles both 
coarse and fine papers, of late years it has specialized more and 
more in the fine paper end. 

Mr. Myers is also connected with the manufacture of paper, 
being vice-president of the Garden City Paper Mills Company, 
of St. Catharines, Ont., the well known Canadian manufacturers 
of toilet, tissue, waxed paper and light-weight specialties. 


Accounts Said to Be Short $37,403

St. Louts, Mo., June 9, 1919—The accounts of Alfred T. Night- 
ingale, bookkeeper for the General Paper Stock Company, who 
disappeared May 20, are short $37,403, according to the report of 
the Grand Jury, which was returned Saturday.

The spirit of making the best of a bad situation is as important 
in business as it is on a battlefield, and a man who has not the 
proper morale and can see only the dark side of a situation is just 
as much of a coward as the man who runs from an enemy’s bullets. 

That the paper industry was able to come out comparatively 
unharmed after a slump so serious as the one it experienced after 
the signing of the armistice is a big victory for the morale and 
courage of the men in the business. Had these men not possessed 
this spirit, the effects might have been of an entirely different 
nature, and when business had again improved there would have 


been no one capable of handling it. 


Zabor and the Thrift Mouvement 


Of the many undertakings of the Government Loan Organiza- 
tion which have been formed primarily for the good of the public 
perhaps there is none that can show quite the remarkable results 
as those which have been achieved by ithe Labor Bureau of the 
War Savings Committee. Within the past few months it has 
grown from a membership of 650 unions to nearly five times that 
number with a roster of nearly a million names. Today there 
are 3,500 trade unions affiliated with the Bureau, all organized 
with the idea of fostering the practice of thrift, inaugurated dur- 


ing the war, and a continuance of the purchase of War Savings 


Stamps. 

Until quite recently the membership of unions directly under 
the leadership of the Labor Bureau was limited to those organi- 
zations operating directly in Greater New York. Since the be- 


ginning of the current year the movement has grown, however, 


until today every trade union in the entire Second Federal Re- 
serve District is enrolled on its books. 

The Bureau is under the supervision of an Advisory Committee 
composed of the Executive Boards of the New York and New 
Jersey State Federations of Labor the members of which are all 
prominent trade unionists; it has a staff consisting of a secretary, 
assistant, and six field representatives, all of whom attend the 
various trade union meetings in the interest of the War Savings 
Organization. Supplementing these are three official representa- 
tives of the Bureau in Greater New York, two up-state, and one 
in New Jersey. All are trade unionists who understand the 
workers’ viewpoint and who know how best to appeal to the work- 
ing men and women that they might invest their savings in Gov- 
ernment Securities such as the War Savings Stamp. 

It is the duty of these representatives to interest the members 
of the various unions in thrift, especially in the investing of savings 
in War Savings Stamps. To promote this idea War Savings 
Societies have been formed in practically every trade union in 
the entire district, and competition between brother organizations 
is being urged. In each case a committee of three members has 
been formed, to co-operate with the membership of their own 
Society and with the local War Savings Committee of their 
county. They have been chiefly instrumental in explaining the 
value of the W. S. S. to the foreign element forming in many in- 
stances the greater majority of workers, and in many cases are 
directly responsible for the Americanization of thousands from 
other lands. 

The Labor Bureau has prepared a pamphlet which will be dis- 
tributed to the unions for circularization to all trade unionists in 
the Second Federal Reserve District. This pamphlet contains all 
data, in detail, pertaining to the formation of War Savings 
Societies, their value to an organization as well as to an individual, 
information concerning the stamps and any other necessary in- 
formation which might be of help in promoting the practice of 


thrift among the members. 


Still Fewer Failures 


Business failures according to Bradstreet’s continue to seek but 
apparently do not find the minimum, each succeeding month seem- 
ing to furnish a still smaller total of commercial embarrass- 
ments, 

May failures break the record on the low side with a total of 
only 442 reported to Bradstreet’s Journal, a decrease of 3.7 per 
cent. from that of April, the next lowest-month, and a decrease 
of 44 per cent. from May a year ago, while compared with May 
of 1915, a year of very high mortality, there is a falling off of 
69 per cent. 

Liabilities for May are also smaller than in April, and indeed 
than in any month since June a year ago, and with that single 
exception are the smallest since September of 1906, a year of very 
good business. In liabilities, unlike failures, however, there seems 
to be something like an irreducible minimum, and yet the total 
for May, $8,202,399, is among the small totals of the best of years. 

For five months of this year the total of failures, 2,451, is quite 
the smallest of which there is any record, the decrease from a 
year ago being 47 per cent., while from 1915 the falling off is 73 
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per cent.; or, in other words, failures this year are only about 
one-fourth those of the first five months of the first year of the 
German war. 

Liabilities are light, totaling only $59,702,492, a decrease of only 
4 per cent., it is true, from a year ago, but of 62 per cent. from 
the like period of 1915, and the smallest total since the year 1907, 


the early part of which saw business very active. 


Trouble Caused By Initials 
Boston, Mass., June 9, 1919.

A well displayed full-page advertisement in your last issue with 
a legend in big type—‘‘Wasted Horsepower and the G. T. M’— 
naturally caught my eye. The fact that the Goodyear Technical 
Man has to do with saving horsepower and regulation of main 
drives clearly justifies him in appropriating the initials of the 
General Traffic Manager.

General Sir Redvers Buller, who was 
a martinet, if not much of a general, proclaimed himself Military 
General Traffic Manager of the line and ordered all possible 
economizing of transportation and condensation of telegraph 
messages. 

He ordered for himself an inspection trip and, knowing that my 
friend, Major Blank, had commandeered as his headquarters a 
spacious and comfortable house of one of the Boer burghers, sent 
a brief message directing the Major to vacate for the period of the 
visit of the Commander-in-Chief—viz.: “GTM directs Major Blank 
to vacate his headquarters.” The Major, who, of course, loved to 
sleep in the mud when it was raining, wired back: “GTM can 
GTH.” Instantly came the reply: “Report at once in person at 
headquarters by special train.” 

Less than two hours after, the Major, cool and calm, saluted the 
Commander, who was boiling with wrath and sputtering out orders 
for a drum-head court-martial. Dungeons, disgrace and death were 
in the air, The Major got away with it, however—“GTM can 
GTH—General Traffic Manager can get the house.” Buller 
abandoned the inspection trip, Even the hyenas were laughing. 

My friend was a Colenel when he told me the story, but 
declined to say what part his Buller-baiting played in his pro-

Say Labor Favors Daylight Saving 

Recognizing the tremendous benefits of the Daylight Saving 
law, the American Federation of Labor and the American Medi- 
cal Association, in convention in Atlantic City, are expected to 
join this week in the nationwide effort to prevent the repeal of 
the law by Congress. 

Marcus M. Marks, president of the National Daylight Saving 
Association, said he was confident that both powerful organiza- 
tions would enroll themselves in the campaign. Mr. Marks de- 
clared that Samuel Gompers, president of the A. F. of L., was 
one of the first public men to advocate the law. _Moreover, a 
majority of the delegates at the convention, who represent more 
than 5,000,000 persons, advocated the measure. Mr. Marks said 
reports received recently from physicians all over the country 
indicated that they were in favor of the daylight measure, 


Wages Paid in British Paper Mills. 

The secretary of the Employers’ Federation of Papermakers has 
advised this office, writes Consul General W. Stanley Hollis, Lon- 
don, that the rates of wages paid in paper mills in this country 
vary considerably, according to the class of paper made and the 
situation of the mills, and that there is no recognized standard 
for any particular occupation. The federation is on the point of 
completing negotiations with the Paper Workers’ Unions regarding 
hours and wages, by which adult male workers will receive an 
advance in wages of 2 cents per hour. The working hours of the 
mills will also be fixed from 6 a. m. Monday to 2:30 p. m. Sunday. 

The average wages at present paid for a week of 60 hours in 
different sections_of the federation are given below, the conver- 
sions having been made to United States currency at the rate of 
$4.86 to the pound sterling:

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APPARATUS FOR TREATING PAPER PULP 


Charles Menzies Cowan and John Brown, of Musselburgh, Scot- 
land, have a new and useful improvement for the treatment of 
paper pulp and other fibrous materials which the inventors describe 
as follows: 

This invention relates to improved apparatus for treatment of 
paper pulp and other fibrous materials. 

An apparatus according to the invention is adapted to effect 
the separation or hydration of the material and comprises a rotary 
spiked drum or brush co-operating with a stationary concave 
grooved member. 

Fig. 1 of the accompanying drawings is @& vertical section 
illustrating diagrammatically apparatus according to the invention. 
Fig. 2 is a fragmentary elevation to a larger scale and Fig. 3 a 
developed view showing the spiked face of the drum or brush, 
which may be coarser or finer in pitch according to the degree of 
fineness of the material to be treated. Figs. 4 and 5 are detail 
views showing the form of spike employed. Fig. 6 is a developed 
view showing the formation of the grooves in the concave mem-

bers. Fig. 7 shows the adaptation of the improved apparatus as an 
adjunct to a Hollander beater. 

The same reference numerals denote similar parts in the several 
views. 

As shown, the improved apparatus comprises a spiked drum or 
brush 1 revolving at high speed, and provided with a number of 
staggered rows of outwardly projecting spikes 2 having chisel 
edges disposed parallel to the axis of the drum or brush. 

Fig. 1 shows the drum or brtish 1 as mounted within a casing 3 
having an inlet 4 and outlet 5, the axis of the drum being hori- 
zontal. 


Within the casing 3 spaced slightly from the spiked periphery 
of the drum or brush 1, is a segmental liner member 6 formed 
with grooves disposed, for example, herring-bone fashion, i. ¢., 
in zig-zag relation to an imaginary line parallel with the axis of 
the drum. The liner member 6 is preferably slightly eccentric to

the drum or brush 1, or the wall of. the casing 3 may be concaved 
and grooved. 

The drum or brush 1 and the liner member 6 may be adjustable 
toward and away from one another. 


: What Is Claimed 
What we claim is: 


1. Apparatus for the treatment of paper pulp and other fibrous 
material in the wet state, comprising a rotary member provided 
with staggered rows of spikes having chisel edges disposed parallel 
with the axis of rotation, and a stationary concave co-operating 
with said rotary member. 

2. Apparatus for the treatment of paper pulp and other fibrous 
material, comprising a rotary member provided with staggered 
rows of spikes having chisel edges disposed parallel with the axis 
of rotation, and a stationary concave co-operating with said rotary 
member, said concave having grooves of herring-bone formation.

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Canadian Paper Men Pay Big Taxes 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Otrawa, Ont., June 10, 1919—A very handsome share of the 
country’s revenue the taxation provided by the budget 
brought down in the house of commons on Thursday last will be 
paid by the pulp and paper firms here. In the first place, j. R. 
Booth, a millionaire paper maker many times over, his two sons, 
C. Jackson Booth and J. Fred Booth, also very wealthy, will have 
to pay a big sum each annually under the heading of income tax. 
In addition, the business profits war tax is being continued for 
another year until conditions become more normal, and this will 
call for another large payment from the Booth firm and the E. B. 
Eddy Company, the other large paper firm here, will also be 
called upon to pay heavily. The business profits war tax is as 
follows, according to the budget: 

A 25 per cent tax on profits in excess of 10 per cent made by 
businesses having a capital of from $25,000 to $50,000. The tax 
on businesses having a capital of $50,000 and over is graduated up 
to a tax of 75 per cent on profits in excess of 20 per cent. Exemp- 
tion is provided for incorporated companies up to profits of 7 per 
cent and for other than incorporated companies up to 10 per 
cent, 

It is also provided under the heading of income taxation that all 
corporations shall pay the State 10 per cent on their net income 
in excess of $2,000. In the case of individuals the tax will be 4 
per cent on income in excess of $1,000 and less than $6,000; 8 per 
cent in excess of $6,000, in addition to a graduated surtax which 
runs up to 48 per cent of the $100,000 income.

The Federal Trade Commission today ordered the Ringwalt 
Linoleum Works, Inc., New Brunswick, N. J., to discontinue 
use of the term “linoleum” to describe a floor covering made by it, 
composed of felt paper impregnated with asphaltum, painted over. 
lt further prohibited use of the term in the concern’s corporate 
name until such time as the company commenced to manufacture a 
floor covering essentially. in accordance with the expired patents 
of one Frederick Walton, granted in England in 1863 and in the 
United States in 1869, and composed of oxidized oil and gums in- 
timately mixed with ground cork or wood flour. 

Use of the term by the company to describe its felt-paper floor 
covering, the Commission found, was designed and calculated to, 
and does, deceive and mislead the public. None other of the 
numerous manufacturers in the United States making floor cover- 
ings similar to “Ringwalt Linoleum,” it was found, advertised its 
product as “linoleum.”

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New York Market Review 


Orrice or THE Paper TraDde JouRNAL, 
Wepnespay, June 11, 1919. 

The local paper market has continued to gain momentum and 
there has been more activity in the market this week, than there 
was last. The demand for all grades of paper is steadily in- 
creasing, and each day brings more and more orders to the offices 
of the mills and jobbers. The market has by no means reached 
its height, however, and a continued increase in business, attended 
probably by an increase in prices is generally looked for by market 
factors. It is not alone the paper business which is good, but 
all other lines of business have also improved. This, of course, 
creates a greater demand for paper, as the greater the volume 
of business being done, the more paper is needed to conduct it. 
All lines of the retail business are active, and as a consequence 
there is a big demand for wrapping paper, and paper boxes with 
which to wrap up goods. Bonds and writing papers are also very 
active because of the vast amount of correspondence being done. 
Dealers believe that there will be no let up in the paper business 
for some time, and under no circumstances are things again ex- 
pected to become as dull as they were for the period immediately 
following the signing of the armistice. 

The export market for paper is gradually improving. The 
majority of foreign paper buyers have not as yet, disposed of the 
large stocks which they bought during the war, but these stocks 
are being consumed with greater rapidity than is generally be- 
lieved, and the export market must soon become more active. 
The great danger to exporters at present is that foreign buyers 
will go into the markets of the countries of the world to buy 
their paper, and unless Congress soon takes some action which 
will facilitate exporting paper, a large portion of this foreign 
trade will be lost. More shipping space must be put at the 
disposal of exporters, and other obstacles which are now in the 
way of foreign business must be removed. 

The demand for news print continues extremely active. In- 
creased strength has been lent to the market by the scarcity of 
stock, and all mills are running on long schedules, to make up 
for the loss in production during the time of the strike at the 
International Paper Company’s mills. Some publishers of news- 
papers, principally in other cities, have resumed the practise of 
accepting returns, and as a consequence a fair quantity of paper 
is being wasted. The abolishing of the return policy, was adopted 
by the War Trade Board as a conservation measure during the 
war, and under present circumstances conditions continue to war- 
rant the conservation of news print at least. As was predicted in 
this review last week, prices have been firmer, and some mills 
have already advanced their contract roll price. 

The book paper market has been so active this week, that 
several mills have received orders to the limit of their capacity 
and have been forced to withdraw from the market. These are 
principally mills manufacturing coated and super calendered 
paper. The demand for machine finished book has not been 
quite as active and there is a good deal of this grade to be had. 
The reason for this activity is explained by the fact .that periodi- 
cals using book paper are running more pages than they have 
ever run before, and as a consequence they had turned to the 
open market to buy paper to increase their contract supplies. 
Prices have shown no advance this week, but that is due to the 
fact that most of the business is being done on a contract basis. 
Transient business is being done at slightly higher figures. 

The activity in the fine paper market has continued. The 
demand has been on the increase for all grades of fine papers, 
and it is reported that some mills have withdrawn quotations 
as they are so heavily booked with business at present that they 
can not take care of any further orders. Quotations for the most 
part have not changed this week, though an advance may be 
noted in the near future. 
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Coarse and tissue papers have been less active than the better 
grades of paper, this week, though the demand for both these 
grades is reported as steadily increasing. Prices have been, for 
the most part, steady, though a slight advance has been noted in 
quotations on colored and No. 2 tissue. 

The demand for board has increased slightly this week. 
report that there is a greater quantity of stock moving, 
box makers are enjoying the improved business felt by the 
of the paper trade.

Ground Wood 

The ground wood market continues to improve steadily, and 
stocks are moving in greater volumes now than they 
week ago. While there has been no change as far as quotations 
go, the market becomes stronger daily, as production at present 
is running slightly behind consumption. Conditions in the grind- 
ing districts are reported as being favorable to grinding opera- 
tions, and while production has been of a normal scale, stocks have 
been depleted of greater pro- 
portions. Not a little stock has been shipped to England and as 
was reported last week, a good quantity of the mechanical pulp 
which is being produced in Canada will continue to find its way 
to that country.

Chemical Pulp 

The market for chemical pulp is gradually getting under way 
again, and activity is increasing in this field daily. Contrary to 
the usual custom, the paper market was first to show signs of 
strength after the dull period. As a rule it is the pulp market 
which becomes active first with the paper market to follow. The 
change this year is explained by the fact that paper manufac- 
turers learned through war conservation that it is not necessary 
to have large stocks of pulp constantly on hand_to manufacture 
paper, and as a result they have bought pulp in smaller quantities. 
The amount of paper manufacturing now being done hac become 
so large, however, that the demand for chemical fibres is now 
almost normal, and the demand is constantly increasing. Prices 
have shown but little change during the Foreign un- 
bleached sulphite, and foreign kraft are being quoted a trifle

Rags and Bagging 

The trend of both the rag and bagging markets has been up- 
ward this week, and the top of the market for both of these 
articles has not yet been reached. Roofing stock, both rags and 
bagging has continued extremely active during the week, and 
quotations have advanced $2 a ton on all grades. Prices for 
new rags have also been on the upward trend, and there is a 
scarcity of all grades of rags. Collections of 
been as numerous as in the past, and dealers have been unable 
in some cases to secure enough stock to fill all their orders. It 
is the belief of some dealers that there is considerable specula- 
tion going on at present. Others attribute the present activity 
in the market to get healthy business conditions and a good 
demand from the mills for all grades of rags and bagging. In 
roofing stock alone it looks as if the speculation theory might 
have some truth as there is hardly enough building being done 
to warrant the use of much roofing. However, it may be that the 
roofing mills are carrying on extensive manufacturing 
tions in anticipation of the time when building will be resumed 
on its former large scale. In rags the biggest price advance of 
the week was made by repacked whites No. 1, which are now be- 
ing quoted at 7@7.25 while in bagging. Hessian jute threads 
which are being quoted at 5@5.25 made the biggest advance of the 
week.

Process for Removing Ink From Paper 

Wesley M. Osborne, of Carthage, N. Y., has just patented a 
new and useful process for removing ink and coloring matter 
from printed paper, which the inventor describes as follows: 

This invention relates to new and useful improvements in 
processes of removing ink and coloring matter from printed 
papers, and consists essentially in an efficient method whereby 
the paper reduced to a pulp may be relieved of ink and coloring 
matter without injuring the fiber, the materials being used so 
acting upon the pitches of the pulp as to render the same sub- 
stantially a sulphite fiber after the ink has been entirely removed. 

In carrying out my process, the old printed papers are placed 
in a digester nearly filling the same, and to which is added a 
weak solution of sulphurous acid, H,SO,, such as is used in sul- 
phite plants, and to which is added sodium carbonate, Na,CO,, in 
powdered form, to cause the necessary reaction. In the reaction 
ensuing the CO, gas will have a great effect upon the pulp, and 
sodium sulphite will be formed during the reaction, and which 
will act as a bleaching agent. 

An excess of sulphurous acid is required in order to cause a 
chemical reaction, and the amount of sodium carbonate may vary 
along with that of the sulphurous acid. In practice, the sulphur- 
ous acid should be of ordinary strength, while the carbonate of 
soda, or soda ash, is made into a solution, in order to dilute the 
acid strength, without being too quickly weakened. 

I have found that good results may be obtained with two parts 
of the sulphurous acid to one part of the solution of sodium car- 
bonate. After the ingredients have been placed within the di- 
gester, steam is applied, causing a circulation of the papers, slowly 
at first, until the temperature and pressure rises, and after which 
the contents of the digester is cooked rapidly, retaining as long 
as possible the gases which are given off. 

When the stock has been sufficiently treated, the digester is 
blown, the stock washed and screened and ready for direct use in 
making paper and pressing into laps. 

By this process, I have found that a high grade of pulp is 
obtained, differing slightly from the original sulphite pulp, re- 
lieved of pitches, and being of a suitable consistency for use in 
the making of paper. 

What Is Claimed 

What I claim to be new is: 

1. A process of removing ink and coloring matter from printed 
papers, consisting of treating the papers in a digester to the ac- 
tion of sulphurous acid and sodium carbonate, applying heated 
steam to the solution, causing the papers to circulate, slowly at 
first, gradually raising the temperature and pressure, and cooking 
the contents of the digester rapidly. 

2. A process of removing ink and coloring matter from printed 
papers, consisting of treating the papers in a digester to the action 


of sulphurous acid and sodium carbonate, applying heated steam 
to the solution, causing the papers to circulate, slowly at first, 
gradually raising the temperature and pressure, and cooking the 
contents of the digester rapidly, the pulp being bleached by the 
sodium sulphite produced by the reaction of the sulphurous acid 
and sodium carbonate. 

3. <A process of removing ink and coloring matter from printed 
papers, consisting of treating the papers in a digester to the action 
of sulphurous acid and sodium carbonate, the proportion of sul- 
phurous acid being in excess of the sodium carbonate, applying 
heated steam to the solution, causing the papers to circulate, slowly 
at first, gradually raising the temperature and pressure, and cook- 
ing the contents of the digester rapidly.

ALUM.—tThe demand for alum has increased slightly this week 
and the market is reported as being firmer than it was a week ago. 
Prices have not as yet shown any change, but if the demand should 
further increase quotations will probably advance. Papermakers’ 
grades of alum are being quoted as follows: lump ammonia 
4.25@50c. per pound, and powdered alum 4.50@5c. per pound. 
Lump potash 9@10c. per pound; chrome potash 18@19c. per pound, 
and chrome ammonia 15@17c. per pound. 

BLANC FIXE—The demand for blanc fixe has also improved 
slightly this week. Manufacturers report that there is a greater 
call from consumers for both the dry and pulp grades, and stocks 
are moving in somewhat greater volumes. Quotations are un- 
changed, however, and 4c. per pound is still being quoted for dry 
blanc fixe, while blanc fixe in pulp form is bringing a price of 
$40@45 per ton. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—There has been no change in the 
bleach situation this week. The demand has not improved to 
any great extent and the tendency persists on the part of some 
dealers to shade prices for the purpose of turning over stock. 
Manufacturers are still quoting the same prices, however, and 2c. 
per pound is being asked for bleach packed for domestic use, and 
2.25@2.50c. for bleach packed for export. 

BRIMSTONE.—Production and shipments of brimstone have 
been of normal proportions this week, and the market has con-

At present casein is being quoted at 
13%4@14%c. per pound, 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The demand for caustic soda continues of 
fair proportions from both domestic and export sources and the 
market remains reasonably Second hands have again been 
calling upon the manufacturers for stock, and stocks which they 
have had in their possession are now almost completely depleted. 
Quotations for spot caustic are now at 2.65@2.85c. 

CHINA CLAY.—Producers of report that they are still 
having some difficulty with the labor situation at the mines, and 
production as a consequence has not been of normal proportions. 
The demand for clay is not particularly strong at present, 
ever, filled with reasonable promptness. A 
price of $8@10 per ton is being asked for crude domestic clay, 
while the washed at the mine grade is selling for $11@13 per ton. 
Foreign clays range in price from $15@20 per ton according to 
the grade. 

ROSIN.—The demand for rosin has been heavy this week, and 
nearly all grades are being quoted higher than a week ago. Mar- 
ket factors report that the export demand is particularly favor- 
able, and it is believed that prices will soon go to even higher 
Papermakers’ grades of rosin are now being quoted 
as follows: E, 12.35; F, 12.45; G, 12.60. 

SATIN WHITE —Manufacturers of satin white report that 
there is a continued good demand for this commodity, and stocks 
are moving into consuming channels in fairly large quantities. 
The market is steady as far as quotations go, and 2.25@2.50c. is 
the price being asked by the manufacturers.
